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WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—The peace treaty with Germany, which was signed today in Berlin, 
was made public tonight by the state department. It puts into force the economic reparations, mili 
tary and various other provisions of the unratified treaty of Versailles, but provides specially that the 
United States shall not be bound by the covenant of the league of nations or by other enumerated 
parts of the Versailles settlement. 

The declarations of the peace resolutions are reaffirmed in the treaty, and it contains, in addi- 
tion, a blanket provision that any benefit which might aecrue to this country under the Versailles 
pact is to be regarded as of full force. Germany's renunciation of her overseas possessions jointly 
to the five big powers is reaffirmed, as are the military clausés of the Versailles treaty, the sections

branch of the government rail- 
way system, Sir Joseph Flavelle 
has put before the premier his 
views as to the prospects of the 
national roads. The letter has 
been published presumably for the 
purpose of impressing the publie 


with the present situation, and! 


perhaps also with a view to pre- 
paring the way for proposals the 
government may have in mind for 
dealing with the 
problem, 

Sir Joseph's first and chief sug- 
gestion is hardly one that would 
be expected to from a man of 
large affairs. He proposes that 
the cost of the intercolonial and 
the national transcontinental 
should be written off the books. 
That is the counsel of both des- 
pair and delusion. Writing off 
the record would not abolish the 
fact that the tax payers have put 
millions of dollars into these roads, 
nor excuse them from having to 
provide the annual fixed charges 
‘emanded for interest and sinking 
funds. It would only transfer 
hese obligations from the railway 
svstem to the consolidated rev- 
nue account. On the principle 


embarrassing 


that every tub should stand on} 


its own bottom the procedure is 
ndefensible, and as a course of 


expediency it has little to recom- | 


mend it. There is no advantage 
in thus trying to persuade our- 
selves and the world that these 
hundreds of miles of railway were 
built without cost, or that they 
involve nothing in the way of fu- 
ture obligations. The fact is that 
the millions were put into them, 
and have to be repaid with inter- 
est. To load these charges upon 
the tax payers as a direct obliga 
tion would relieve the railway 
management, but only at the ex 
pense of ushering the public into 
a fool’s paradise. It would give 
or help to give, the national rail- 
way system a fictitious appear- 
anee of solvency, and would cor- 
respondingly Jessen the obligation 
upon the management and upon 
the government to rely upon 
efficiency and economy the 
only means of pulling the system 
out of the slough. If these capt- 
tal obligations should be writte!

London, Aug. 25,— The 
reply of the Irish Republican 
cabinet to Prime Minister 
Lloyd George's letter of Aug 
ust 13, in which Mr. Lloyd 
George denied Ireland's 
right to secession and declin 
ed to refer the question of 
rolations between Southern 
and Northern Ireland to for 
eign arbitration, was re- 
ceived at No. 10 Downing 
Street, the prime minister's 
official residence, this morn- 
ing. 

The reply was placed be- 
fore the cabinet council and 
with Mr. Lloyd George pre- 
siding. Discussion of the doc- 
ument was in progress at 
6.30 o'clock tonight. 


The reply was presented by 
Commandant Robert Barton of 
|the Republican army. He was 
accompanied by Art. O’Brien 


president of the Gaelie League in 
London, and by Commandant 
| Joseph MeGrath. It was Com-
